Woe m er and Snaw, of the state public 
utilities commission, began a hearing 
of the complaints of citizens of Se­ 
dalia against the City Water company 
and the City Light and Traction com­ 
pany. 
The allegations against the 
water company are that it has been 
and is furnishing an inadequate supply 
of water to the inhabitants 
of 
the 
city; that the supply furnished is un­ 
wholesome 
and 
unfit for domestic 
consumption 
and 
also 
unlawfully 
charges a minimum charge to con­ 
sumers. 
Tho complaint against 
the 
Light 
and Traction company is against the 
minimum charge that it is compelling 
users 
of 
gas 
to pay a Pinimtim 
charge of $1 per month whether that 
amount of gas is used or nor. 
There 
were 
four 
eases, 
three 
against the water company and one 
against the traction 
company, 
and 
two of the cases against the water 
company were on motion consolidated 
and heard as one. 
John D. Bolding and .Tames T. Mont­ 
gomery entered their appearance as 
attorneys for the petitioners. 
George 
F Longan appeared for the defendant 
traction company and John H. B o s ­ 
well for the water compay. 
The first case taken up was the 
consolidated one against th'* water 
company, which deals with the alleg­ 
ed inadequate supply 
and 
its 
un­ 
wholesomeness. 
These two complaints were made 
by the Boosters’ club as a civic organ­ 
ization and Mayor F. L. Ludemann 
for the city government. 
T he Com plaint Is Read. 
The complaint was read in detail 
and made a part of the record and 
the answer of the company to 
com plaint. 
This answer denied in detail 
charges made, except 
in 
some 
stances 
when 
unavoidable 
circum­ 
stances prevented the company from 
fully meeting its responsibilities. This 
was due, it said, to delay in the ship­ 
ment of purifying chemicals for a few' 
days, during which the water was 
muddy, but it claimed that two days 
after the chemicals arrived the water 
was absolutely pure and clear. 
The claim was also made that at 
one time vegetable m atter in the fall 
of the year gave the water a woody 
» and fishy smell, blit that this did not 
' make it unwholesome or unhealthy. 
Further, they claim to he able now 
I to overcome this objection by the use 
of chemicals, and that such condition 
does not now' exist and will not ex- 


\ let in the future. 
I 
Following the filing and reading of 
I the answer, each side was permitted 


i to make oral statements as to what 
would be shown by the testimony, the 
attorneys outlining points not dwelt 
upon in the complaints and answers.

the Citizens’ National bank, and of 
the Sedalia school board. 
Mr. Powell stated that he was fa­ 
miliar with water conditions and had 
noticed the scarcity of water.
